*1LLIAM by the Grace of GOD, King of Great-Britain, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith : To 

Ft: Macers of Our Privy Council, Meflengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part, conjundtly 

and ſeverally, ſpecially conſtitute, Greeting : Foraimuch as by the Sixth ACt of the Fourth Seſſion of this Our current 
Parliament, 1+ is Statute and Ordained, that all r__ who ſhall not ſwear the Oath of Allegiance, and ſubſcribe the ſame, with 

the Aſſurance to Us, ſhall not be allowed to keep any Horſes above an hundred Merks Price, nor any ſort of Arms more than a ; 
Walking-Sword, certifying ſuch as ſhould be found to have Horſes and Arms contrary to that Proviſton, either in their own or in the 

keeping of others, that both the Owner and Keeper ſhould incur the Penalty of an thouſand Merks, the one half to the Informer, and the other to

requiſite and needful it is at this time, that all Papiſts, and Heretors, and others, above the degreeof Commons within this Kingdom, who 

havenot ſworn the Oath of Allegiance, and ſubſcribed the ſame, with the Aſſurance to Us, ſhould be Dilarmed, and their Horſes above 

the Price foreſaid ſeized and imployed for Our Uſe, to oppoſe ant! withſtand the Invaſion now threatned from France. And for the better 

ſecuring the Peace and Quiet of this Our Kingdom from all Diſturbance and Commotion, that may be moved or made within the fame, in 

caſe any ſuch Forraign Invaſion ſhould happen, have therefore thought fit, with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, to Require and 
Command ; likeas, with Advice foreſaid, We hereby peremptorly Require and Command theSheriffs of the ſeveral Shires of this King- 

dom, Stewarts of Stewartries, Baillies of Regalities, and their re{pe&ive Deputs, and the Magiſtrats of Burghs within their ſeveral Juri{di- 

HGions, immediatly after Publication hereof, to paſs through every Paroch within their reſpeCtive Bounds, and call before them all the Pa- 

piſts, and the Heretors and others above the degree of Commons within the ſame, who have not taken, or will not take the Oath of Alle- 
giance,and ſubſcribe, the ſame withthe Affuranceto Us 3 and Require and Command them upon Oath to Declare, what Horſes they had ſince the _— 
firſt of Jannary laſt, or preſently have above the Price of an Hundred Merks, and in whoſe Cuſtody they are, and what Arms more than a ? 
Walking-Sword, they ſince the day forelaid had, or preſently have belonging to them, and immediatly to deliver into the j 
Cuſtody and Keeping of the {aid Sheriff, or their Deputs, or other Magiſtrats reſpedive fcreſaid, before whom they ſhall Depone the 

ſaids Horſes and Arms in their Cuſtody, to be keeped by the faid Sheriffs and other Magilſtrats foreſaids, in ſure Cuſtody, untill 

they make report of the Number thereof to the Lords of Our Privy Council, which they are hereby Required todo, betwixt and 

the Second day of April next for all upon this fide of Tay, and for all the reſt of this Kingdom berwixt and the Fifth Day of 

May next, under the pain of Five Hundred Merks Scots 3 and where either the ſaids Heretors, and others foreſaids, 

do not Compear and Depone, or do not inſtantly deliver the faids Horſes and Arms, acknowledged by their Oath to belong 

to them. We with Advice foreſaid, Require and Command the Sheriffs and other Vagiftrats reſpe&iv2 above named, within 

their ſeveral Juriſdictions, to ſeize upon the Horſes and Arms belonging to the ſaids Perions, and rake the fame into their Cu- [ 
ſtody and Keeping, where-ever they can be found, and make report thereof berwixt and the day foreſaid, under the Pains above-ſet-down. 
and for the more effetual Execution of the Premifſes, We with Advice foreſaid, Impower and Authorize any of the Magiftrats reſpecti- 
22 above-named, to call for, and we hereby Require and Ordain the Commander in Chief of Our Forces, to grant ſuf- 
ficient Parties of Our Troops whenever they ſhall be required, to go along with, and be afliſting*to the ſaid reſpeftive Magiſtrats, in 
ſeifing upon, and ſearching for the ſaids Horſes and Arms to be delivered to, and detained by the aids reſpe@ive Magiftrats, and reported to 
Our Privy Council, in manner above-mentioned ; And We with Advice foreſfaid, Require and Command the ſaids reſpeQive Magiſtrats, in 
the Report to be made by them to Our Privy Council, and likewiſe the Officers of Our Troops that ſhall be imployed for their Aſſiſtance, 
to Declare upon Oath, that they have not reſtored or given back any Horſes above the price of one hundred Merks, or Arms more than a 
Walking-Sword to any of the foreſaids perſons not qualified according to Law,or others belonging to them, but that they have effeftually Seized, 
and Reported all the Horſes above the price foreſaid,and Arms more-than the ſaid Walking-Sword belonging toany of theſaids unqualified He- 
retors, and others foreſaids within their reſpe&tive Bounds, conform to the foreſaid Aft of Parliament, and the Orders here ſet down, and 
how ſoon ſoever the ſaid Report ſhall be made 5 We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, will ſend the neceflary Orders to the 
Sheriffs and other Magiſtrats reſpe&tive above-named, how to diſpoſe upon the ſaids Horſes and Arms to the beſt Advantage for Our Ser- 
vice, whichthey are punQually toobſerve and obey, as they will be anſwerable. OUR WILL IB HEREFORE, and we Charge you 
ſtrictly and Command, that incontinent thir Onr Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and remanent Mercat-Croſſes of 
the Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Chires and Stewartries within this Kingdom, and therein Our Nani and Authority, by open Proclamation, 
make Intimation hereof that none pretend Ignorance, and Ordainsthele preſents to be Printed.
